Southern  Baptist  thought  concerning  tt>o 
Southern  Baptist  C  on  v  anti  on  which  re¬ 
cently  met  in  St.  Look,  wo  glv.  below 
and  will  continue  for  a  fow  weeks,  somo 
•f  the  main  thoughts  of  other  Southern 
Baptist  Editors.  The  editorial  below, 
which  is  slightly  condensed,  is  by 
Reuben  E.  Alley,  editor  of  the  Religious 
Herald  of  Virginia.) 

All  seem  to  agree  that  the  denomina¬ 
tion  has  become  great  in  site  and  in¬ 
fluence:  therefore  it  has  an  ever  widen¬ 
ing  Christian  responsibility.  There  ia 
much  difference  of  opinion  as  to  the 
implications  arising  from  these  larger 
obligations  and  a  great  diversity  of  judg¬ 
ment  about  methods  that  should  be  em¬ 
ployed  It  la  unwise  and  in  a  sense 
unfair  to  attempt  objective  critical  opin¬ 
ions  about  specific  actions  of  the  Conven¬ 
tion  unless  one  takes  into  account  the 
differences  that  are  certain  to  exist  in 
a  mass  meeting  of  ten  thousand  people 
coming  from  many  sections  of  the  United 
States. 

Reports  by  representatives  of  the  agen¬ 
cies  prove  that  the  Convention  continues 
to  grow  rapidly.  A  spirit  of  evangelism 
dominates  the  entire  organisation  In 
the  minds  of  some  leaders  a  doctrine  of 
missions  appears  to  be  related  to  a  doc¬ 
trine  of  stewardship,  sa  that,  for  them, 
the  establishment  of  new  churches  is 
the  best  jf  all  investments  because  it 
brings  a  larger  income  for  the  Coopera¬ 
tive  Program  Reported  increases  i» 
receipts  seem  to  support  their  teaching; 

By  the  schedule  of  appropriations  for 
1955,  theological  education  will  receive 
$1,212,000  for  operating  expenses  and 
$1,488,000  for  capital  outlay,  making  a 
total  of  $2,700,000.  That  is  equivalent  to 
returns  upon  endowment  funds  in  excess 
of  $135.000  000  In  spite  of  this  appar¬ 
ently  liberal  allocation  for  theological 
education,  seminaries  in  the  South  have 
urgent  need  for  additional  money  for 
both  operations  and  capital  expenses 
As  the  denomination  grows,  the  demand 
for  pastors  increases.  The  number  of 
trained  ministers  in  the  Southern  Con¬ 
vention  is  still  relatively  low. 

Agencies  of  the  Convention  open  the 
door  for  criticism  when  they  use  meth¬ 
ods  which  seem  out  at  line  with  usual 
procedure.  Both  the  Radio  Commission 
and  the  Home  Mission  Board  brought' 
recommendations  pertaining  to  impor¬ 
tant  changes  in  policy  for  approval  by 
the  Convention  though  neither  of  the 
proposals  had  been  given  proper  pub-' 
licity.  x. 

At  tbs  msetioo  of  tbs  Executive  Com¬ 
mittee  on  ueedey  before  tbe  Conven¬ 
tion  opened  on  Wednesday,  Secretary 
Courts /"Radford  of  tbe  Home  Mission 
Board  and  his  assistant  presented  a 
plan  to  borrow  $3,000,000  for  use  by  tbe 
Church  Extension  Department.  It  re¬ 
quired  one  hour  and  fifteen  minute*  to 
introduce  and  explain  the  program  to 
the  Executive  Committee.  At  the  even- 
Redford  used  the  last  twelve  minutes  of 
the  Home  Mission  period  to  present  the 
plan  to  12,000  oeople  in  the  Convention 
and  then  asked  for  approval.  Messeng¬ 
ers  had  not  known  about  the  request 
before  it  appeared  that  morning  in  the 
»  program  of  the  Convention.  The  Con¬ 
vention  met  the  situation  by  referring 
the  recommendation  of  the  Home  Board 
to  the  Executive  Committee  which  hat 
authority  to  act  upon  the  request.  All 
matters  that*  require  action  by  the 
Convention  concerning  a  change  in 
policy  by  an  agency  should  have  prior 
consideration  by  the  Executive  Com¬ 
mittee.  This  consideration  would  alee 
assure  publicity  before  proposed  changes 
come  before  the  Convention  for  approval. 
Messenger*  gave  evidence  that  they

Christiana  should  grow  because 
growth  is  a  principle  found  in 
every  form  at  life,  the  vegetable 
kingdom,  the  animal  kingdom  and 
others.  Nothing  is  born  mature. 

We  see  also  that  growth  is  a 
necessity  ta  real  continuation  of 
life.  Anything  living  that  ceases 
te  grow  will  not  remain  healthy. 

Christians  should  grow  because 
of  the  example  of  Jesus.  He  “grew 
in  wisdom  and  stature,  and  in 
favor  with  God  and  man* 

Perhaps  the  greatest  tragedy  in 
Christendom  is  the  large  number 
of  Christian  dwarfs.  To  tis  an 
adult  with  the  mind  of  a  child 
is  a  tragedy. 

To  God,  however,  a  greater 
tragedy  is  a  Christian  who  has 
ceased  to  grow. 

Ijkeyvise  one  of  the  greatest 
needs  in  our  churches  is  more 
fully-grown  and  developed  church 
members. 

Many  church  problems  are 
caused  by  uninformed,  undevel¬ 
oped  church  members. 

There  ia  no  danger  of  Chris¬ 
tianity  dying,  bat  there  is  danger 
of  H  becoming  insipid  and  power¬ 
less  because  of  lack  of  more  de¬ 
veloped  Christians. 

Next  we  see  there  is  no  limit  to 
what  a  Christian  can  grow  to  be¬ 
come.  The  power  of  God  ia  in¬ 
volved.

Similar  action  by  the  Convention  gave 
the  Executive  Committee  authority  to 
aet  upon  the  request  of  the  Radio 
Commission  for  permission  lo  move

been  referred,  time  is  afforded  for 
additional  thought  about  the  Commis- 


For  the  present,  at  least,  the  Con¬ 
vention  continues  the  policy  of  expan¬ 
sion  laid  down  at  San  Antonio.  R  came 
at  no  surprise  that  the  messengers  over¬ 
ruled  President  Storer  when  hj  stated 
that  an  invasion  of  Canada  by  agencies 
of  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention  was 
contrsTy  to  provisions  of  the  constitution. 
The  decision  to  undertake  work  in  Can¬ 
ada  was  unwise  and  harmful,  parti¬ 
cularly  with  respect  to  relations  within 
the  Baptist  World  Alliance.  The  reso¬ 
lution  offered  by  Duke  K  McCall  and 
adopted  after  an  approving  second  by 
R.  E  Milam  was  doubtful  value.  To 
strike  a  friend  an  intentional  stunning 
blow  and  to  appear  later  with  an  ex¬ 
pression  of  hope  that  the  injury  was  not 
too  great,  is  scarcely  conductive  to  good 
fellowship.  An  apology  would  help, 
but  nothing  loss. 

For  many  people  the  high  moment  of 
the  Convention  came  on  Friday  even¬ 
ing  after  the  Christian  Life  Commission 
•  read  ita  .ecommendation  pertaining  to 
the  Supreme  Court  decision  on  segrega¬ 
tion  in  the  public  schools.  The  Conven¬ 
tion  stood  for  Christian  temper  and 
action  in  dealing  with  a  difficult  social 
problem.  •

In  3:1  he  says,  "finally,  my  breth¬ 
ren.  rejoice  in  the  Lord,”  and  pass¬ 
es  right  on  to  give  one  of  the 
strongest  and  richest  personal  tes¬ 
timonies  for  Christ  and  the  King¬ 
dom  that  has  ever  been  uttered  at 
any  time  or  in  any  place  (vt.  116).

The  primary  purpose  of  the 
etiurch  council,  which  is  usually 
composed  of  pastor,  educational 
dir-ctor,' minister  of  music.  Sunday 
School  superintendent.

Cardinal  Stritch  said  Ifie  Catholic

Pastoral  Bars  Catholics 
From  Evanston  Assembly 

CHICAGO  (RMS)  A  pastoral  let-1 
ter  which,  in  effect,  forbids  Chicago, 
RoiAan  Catholics  to  attend  thei 
World  Council  of  Churches’  See- 1 
ond  Assembly  at  Evanston,  111., 
next  monthe  was  issued  here  by 
Samuel  Cardinal  Stritch. 

The  Cardinal,  who  is  Archbishop 
of  Chicago,  declared: 

“We  wish  it  to  be  clearly  under¬ 
stood  that  the  faithful  of  the  Church 
are  not  permitted  to  attend  the 
assemblies  or  conventions  of  non- 
Catholic  organizations  or  councils”. 

He  did  not  mention  the  worldwide 
Protestant  and  Eastern  Orthodox 
i  gathering  by  name.  And  Msgr  Ed- 
I  ward  M  Burke  archdiocesan  chan¬ 
cellor.  said  any  attempt  to  link  the 
|  pastoral  with  the  World  Counfcil 
meeting  would  be  only  “a  sur 
j  mise.” 

But  the  wording  of  the  pastoral 
i  made  R  dear  that  the  Evanston 
sessions,  which  will  run  from  Aug. 
15  through  Aug.  31,  were  included 
in  the  ban. 

After  stressing  the  unity  of  Ro¬ 
man  Catholicism,  Cardinal  Stritch 
noted  that  “there  are  men  outside 
the  Church  professing  the  Christian 
name  who  deplore  the  divisions 
.which  exist  among  them.” 

These  non -Catholics,  he  added. 
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distin¬ 
guished  not  only  as  the  one  but 
a  Wo  as  the  Holy,  Catholic  and 
Apostolic  Church  founded  by  our 
Blessed  Lord  and  Savior  Jesus 
Christ." 

“Such  an  admission,”  he  contin¬ 
ued,  “she  can  never  make,  for  sh* 
ia  now  as  she  has  always  been,  tha 
one  and  only  Spouse  of  Christ,  the 
one  and  only  Mysitical  body  of 
Christ,  the  one  and  only  Church  of 
Christ.”
